The building is ideally situated cn 
the highest point in the town, on the 
corner of Vig and Alberta streets, 
and commands an unobstructed view 
of the beautiful Blindman Valley 
north and south On two sides of 
the site is a splendid: windbreak o? 
heavy timber, on: the north and east, 
which provides great shelter from 
the wintry winds. The building faces 
to the south. No expense has been 
spared to ensure that the hospital 
will be up-to-date in every particular, 
and it is being built with a view. to 
future needs, There is a full-sized 
concrete basement, with a ten feet 
clearance. In it is situated the veg- 
etable cellar, furnace room, wiater 
heaters and pressure tank, ~ pump 
room, laundry, laboratory and dark 
room, for development of ex-ray 
plates, ete. The. case room is also 
located in the basement... The. new 
hospital is equipped with ex-ray, end 
every other modern appliance used 
in surgery. The building throughout 
is heated with a hot water system of 
the atest design, and is electrically 
lighted, Qutside the building is fin- } 


ished in stucco, and presents a very 
modern appearance. 

On the first floor are the wards, 
of which there are six, with accom- 
modation for twelve adult beds, ‘and 
a sun porch which will accommodate 
three beds. . The wards are all equip- 
ped with Gordon Superior windows 
which insure perfect ventilation with- 
out fear of draughts, This ie the 
first hospital in the province to use 
these windows. The bath-room and, 
ex-nay room are also on this floor. 

-Every room in the building is abso- 
lutely sound-proof, . Celotex being 
used throughout in the construction. 
All doors are of a width that will 
permit of the wheeling of beds to 
any part 6f the building with no in- 


convenience to the patients. 


On the second floor are the nurses’ 
rooms, three in number, also a bath- 
room equipped with hot and cold wat- 
er. A 

The sewage disposal plant is of 
the latest design, the Anthers’ sep- 
tic tank with disposal field,; one of 
the best systems yet designed. 

Great credit is due those who gave 
so liberally of their time and money 
in erecting this building. A ~ very 
great amount of work is being don- 
ated, gravel and sand has been haul- 
ed free of cost, and help in other 
ways has been ungrudgingly given. 

Bentley should be proud of her 
new institution.

F. H. Duckett

Fish From Prairie Provinces 


é Production. In Western 

, Provinces Has High Value 

Mention the Prairie Provinces of 
Canada — Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta—and the average person 
visualizes waving fields of grain, and 
probably would hardly believe that an 
abundance of fish comes from these 
provinces. It is a fact, nevertheless, 
that the fisheries of these three prov- 
inces are substantial, for within their 
boundaries are numerous large and 
small lakes in which there are abund- 
ant fish. 

The fisheries production of the 
Prairie Provinces in 1981 was valued 
at $1,909,040, over $500,000 less than 
in the previous year. Nearly the whole 
of the commercial catch is sold for 
consumption fresh; the only prepared 
products are smoked goldeyes and 
tullibee in Manitoba, The fisheries of 
Manitoba are of first importance with 
an output in 1931 valued at $1,241,- 
575. Saskatchewan is second with 
$453,056, and Alberta third with 
$184,859. The fisheries production of 
the Yukon Territory was valued at 
$29,550. Whitefish is the principal 
item for the three provinces and the 
territory as a whole, the value of the 
output of this variety in the year 
under review totalling $770,698. Pick- 
erel is next in importance, followed 
by trout and tullibee. Taking each 
province separately, whitefish is 
shown to be first in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, while pickerel is first in 
Manitoba. Trout is found chiefly in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, the catch 
in Manitoba being comparatively 
small. The total quantity of fish of all 
kinds caught in the three provinces 
and the territory in 1931 was 291,- 
147,000 pounds.

sheet. An average contfact rubber may 
be said to average one thousand points 
profit to the winners, This one thou- 
sand points for the purpose of this 
analysis, is divided into four hundred 
points and six hundred points. The 
four hundred points represents the 
concealed or invisible value of the 
first game of the rubber. The six hun- 
dred. points. represents the concealed 
or invisible value of the final game of 
the rubber. If then, a first game of a 
rubber is worth four hundred points, 
it follows that defense which stops a 
sure first game at a cost of four hun- 
dred points, is good defense. Notwith- 
standing the hard fact, that the de- 
fense partnership has against them in 
the honor column a definite four hun- 
dred points. Still if the incurring of 
this four hundred point penalty stop- 
ped game by the adversaries, the de- 
fense players have really broken even. 
If, however, after the deal is completed 
and the four hundred point penalty 
has been incurred, it is found that thé 
opponents could not have made game, 
then the penalty incurred is a total 
loss, to the penalty incurrers. It fol- 
lows then, that defense bidding must 
be predicated on two basic factors:— 
First. It‘is certain that the oppon- 
énts can make their contract. If it is 
not: certain, then as a rule, it is best, 
rather than overbid and take a pen- 
alty, to allow. the opponents to play 
the-fand with the hope of defeating 
them. If it is certain that the oppon- 
ents can make their contract, then 
the defender must know how large a 
penalty he is going to incur, and that 
knowledge constitutes the second bas- 
ic factor. 

It is necessary for the overbidding 
side to closely approximate, through 
their knowledge of their combined 
holdings, together with a knowledge 
of the combined holdings of the ad- 
versaries, the number of tricks they 
will take when playing the defensive 
contract, It is assumed always in this 
discussion that the defender’s con- 
tract has been doubled. 

The following. table shows the pen- 
alties which are allowable to defend- 
ers in order to save game. ; 

To save first game the defenders 
may be set three tricks doubled. If 
the contract is set less than three 
tricks, the defenders show a profit. 
If set more than three tricks the de- 
fenders show 4a loss. 

To save second game, when the de- 
fenders are not vulnerable, a set of 
four tricks doubled may be taken. If 
the set is less than four tricks, the de- 
fenders show a profit, if more than 
four tricks a loss. 

To save rubber game a set of two 
tricks doubled may be taken. If less 
than two tricks the defenders show a 
profit, if more than two tricks a loss. 

Defense Against ‘Partial Scores 

About one game in four on the 
average is made by a side having a 
partial score. ‘It follows then that a 
partial score is worth one quarter of 
the game score premium, plus the 
partial score itself. This gives an in- 
visible value to any partial score of 
between one hundred and fifty and 
two hundred points. The factor of 
safety in defense overbidding to save 
partial scores is very small and it 
takes very close figuring by the de- 
fenders to successfully defend against 
partial score contracts. As a rule the 
most expert bridge player is in diffi- 
culties, when trying to figure wheth- 
er he is going to be set two or three 
tricks. If to save partial score he is 
set three tricks doubled unvulnerable, 
he has suffered a big loss. If he is set 
two tricks doubled he has broken 
even, and if he is set one trick doubled 
he has made a profit. 

To sum up then, defensive over- 
bidding is a very important factor in 
Contract, but its use must be pre- 
dicated on precise card valuation 
methods, and also an ability by the 
player to estimate closely the losing 
tricks in the combined hands, if the 
contract is played in the overbid.

Recipes For This Week

RHUBARB JUICE 

Rhubarb juice is particularly valu- 
able for fruit beverages, and for com- 
bining with other fruit juices to lend 
tartness to jellies. It is also good for 
jellied desserts and pudding sauces. 
It may be prepared from the stalks 
that have become too tough to cook 
in other ways. “

Put the mixture into double boiler 
and cook, stirring until it thickens 
like cream. Strain the custard into a 
dish to cool, then add coffee and chill.

Indians. It is in the territory served 
by these outposts that the angler will 
find the best fishing. 

The tourist sportsman will find this 
a delightful country as the network 
of waterways, well fringed with tim- 
ber, provide an easy means of travel. 
Good canoemen and boats may be en- 
gaged at Norway House and pictur-. 
esque canoe routes lead north to Cross 
Lake and northeastward to the Nel- 
son River, God’s Lake and Island 
Lake, the latter a two hundred mile 
cruise. The maze of waterways in- 
clude some of the oldest and most 
histeric canoe routes of the pioneer 
traders and trappers plying between 
Norway House and York Factory on 
Hudson Bay. 

Good fishing may be had in prac- 
tically all of the lakes and streams in 
the district and the angler in search 
of trout is assured of exceptionally 
fine sport as hundreds of lakes con- 
tain lake trout of a very large size, 
specimens up to fifty pounds in 
weight being common. Some of the 
better known waters for this species 
include Cross, Molson, Oxford, Island 
and God’s Lake, although scores of 
the lesser known waters will, no 
doubt, furnish equally good sport. 

Many anglers are unaware that

A , the - committee 
made some interesting suggestidns, 
which are to bé tried in due course, 
It is recomménded that two new 
forms of sentence should be institut- 
ed, They are a sentence of detention 
for ary périod Of not less than two 
years and not more than four years 
for offenders likely to profit by train- 
ing: and a sentence of prolonged de- 
tention for any period of not less 
than five and mot more than ten 
years for criminals who make a liv- 
ing by preying on the public. The 
latter form.of imprisonment would 
also apply to certain offenddrs who 
are likely to contaminate others. The 
object of these sentences should be to 
provide positivé and progressive sys- 
tems of training for all offenders who 
are likely to respond to treatment, 
including those between the ages of 
21 and 80, and for the custody of all 
offenders under conditions designed, 
so far as is practicable, to fit them 
to take up life on release under nor- 
mal conditions, Abolition of the legal 
distinction between penal servitude 
and imprisonment and of the system 
of release on license in cases where 
penal servitude is merged in impris- 
onment is desired, and the possibility 
of treating persistent offenders as 
mental patients is set forth. Training 
and after-care of such offenders is 
likewise considered desirable. It will 
be seen that protection of the public 
ts to remain the main objective, while, 
at the same time, there is to be sys- 
tematic endeavor to reclaim the of- 
fenders, especially the younger ones. 
Doubtless a certain proportion of the 
convicted ones may be cured if the 
system is intelligently applied, while, 
as for the incorrigible, they will suf- 
fer prolonged detention if they re- 
peat their offences—Montreal Gaz- 
ette.

Market For Potatoes 


Britain’s Import Duty Against For- 
eign Potatoes May Benefit 
Canada 

Placing of an import duty against 
foreign potatoes by Great Britain will 
prove “a fine thing for the Dominion,” 
said 8S. K. Henry, member of a Tor- 
onto wholesale potato firm. 

“For some years past there has 
been an embargo against our 
potatoes entering the British market. 
Eastern Canada and particularly the 
people of the maritimes, have tried 
in vain to have the restrictions lifted. 
In the meantime German, French and 
Dutch potatoes have been moving into 
the United Kingdom market. Eng» 
land, particularly, has been paying at- 
tractive figures for those potatoes,* 
said Mr. Henry. 


Oanada’s First Paper-Mill 

The first paper-mill in Canada was 
established at St. Andrew's, Quebeo, 
in 1803. The first mill in Ontario 
(Upper Canada) was built in 1818, 
at Crook’s Hollow (now Greensville), 
near Hamilton, and {s still in opera- 
tion. In the Maritime Provinces the 
first paper-mill was built in 1819 at 
Bedford Basin, near Halifax.—Forest 
Service, Department of the Interior. 

The Eleven-Year Sunspot Cycle 

Sunspots vary in number in an ir- 
regular “cycle.” The last minimum 
occurred in 1923 followed by a maxi- 
mum in 1928. In recent months sun- 
spots have been so scarce that the 
next minimum will probably arrive a 
year or more earlier than 1984-7, 
when the average duration of the cy- 
cle a minimum might be expected.

In the order named, other defects contributed to the acci- 
dent toll: Lack of chains on slippery roads, blowouts and punctures, one or 
both headlights out, defective steering gear, glaring headlights, taillights out 
or obstructed. : 

If you ask most people under what road conditions a majority of au 
accidents occur, you will probably be told: “Icy roads” or “wet streets.” As 
@ matter of fact, the insurance company experts found that only three per 
cent. of the 1931 accidents occurred on icy surfaces and less than 16 per 
cent. on wet surfaces. In 81 per cent. of all mishaps, the roads were dry. 
Also, 85 out of every 100 accidents resulting in deaths occurred under clear 
weather conditions. And most accidents happenédin daylight. 


When a motorist starts on a ride, if he meets with an accident, the 
chances that it will occur before he gets out of the driveway are one to 200. 
The chances of its occurring on a railroad crossing are slightly greater; of 
its happening on a bridge, one to 100; of its taking place on a curve, one to 
25; on a state highway, one to five, and at a street crossing, one to two and 
a half. 

What kind of drivers are most frequently in accidents: Young or old, 
experienced or inexperienced? Figures compiled in the survey upset some 
popular beliefs. For instance, they show that more than 91 per cent. of all 
drivers involved in accidents which resulted in fatalities or injuries were ex- 
perienced motorists with a year or more practice at the wheel. Over-con- 
fidence is given as a major reason for the high percentage of experienced 
motorists who figured in mishaps. 

So far as age is concerned, the most hazardous time for automobile 
driving is under 20. The accident record of drivers under this age, last year, 
was 39 per cent. worse than the average. The record of those between 20 
and 30 was 29 per cent. worse than the average; between 30 and 40, three 
per cent. better than the average; between 40 and 50, 29 per cent. better; 
and beyond 50, 36 per cent. better f ‘ 


While it is still a disputed point whether the increasing average speed 
of automobiles and the lifting of the speed limit on country roads is causing 
more accidents, the investigation shows undeniably that the stepping up of 
speeds has increased the seriousness of accidents when they have occurred.

President Hoover has officially | 
|accepted his party nomination for | 
' re-election to the United States pres- | 
dency. In a speech which generally 
|outhined his policy for the forthcom- 


ing election campaign the prtsident 
told of his accomplishments in of- 
fice and of his hopes for the future, 
Two points of his speech stand out as 
indications of change in Republican 
party feeling on important issues. 
With reference to the . Eighteenth 
Amendment the speech indicated a 
real change in attitude. After years 
of effort on the part of government 
to enforce prohibition, arid the ex- 
penditure of incredible sums in cash 
in that effort, the president virtually 
admits federal defcat. What he now 
proposes is legislation which wilh
